ing beyond the capacity of the 
vehicle as shown by the license tag 
it carries, 

A delegation of more than 100 
men, including truck owners and 
operators, representatives of the 
Alabama Automobile Trades Asso- 
ciation, the oil industry, the lum- 
ber industry, the dairy industry, 
and other allied industries, called 
on Goy. Miller at the Capitol yes- 
terday to protest against the At- 
torney General’s truck license rul- 
ing, and enforcing of provisions as 
to the overloading of trucks, and 
to ask suspension of the applica- 
tion of the ruling, and enforcement 
of heavy loading provisions until 
the Supreme Court could pass on 
the question. 

After listening to spokesmen for 
the delegation, Gov. Miller, ex- 
plaining that an opinion by the At- 
torney General was binding on him 
and every other official until the 
Supreme Court declares the rulings 
in the opinion are wrong, said that 
while he realized the difficulties 
with which those present had to 
deal, he could not suspend the op- 
eration of the law for the Attor- 
ney General’s ruling, pointing out 
he has no legal authority to take 
any such action. 

Truck Owners’ Side 

Speaking for the truck owners 
and operators, Sterling Hdwards, 
of Binrmingham, claimed that 
small motor trucks are already 
paying in taxes annually, as much 
as a hundred dollars more than 
the original cost of the truck, and 
that 30 per cent of these trucks 
are owned by farmers. He declar- 
ed that when truck owners pur- 
chased licenses tor the present 
year they complied with the law 
as then in effect, and that the At- 
torney General’s ruling adds some- 
thing to the law that they could 
not foresee. F. E. Foster of the 
Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce stated any excess burden 
placed on transportation is an ad- 
ditional burden on business and 
the consumer. To force a truck 
operator to stay within the pre- 
scribed license load is a hardship, 
he said, and urged that nothing be 
done to discourage business at the 
present time. 

L. L. Shertzer, Montgomery 
lumberman, stating that timber is 
now beng brought to a concentra- 
tion point in the lumber business, 
instead of taking the mill to the 
woods, said most of the logs are 
trucked in from points inaccessible 
to railroads, but that the mills act 
as feeders to the railroads which 
haul the finished lumber. An ex- 
tra tax on trucks not only affects 
the trucks but the whole lumber 
business, he claimed, and log 
truckers cannot afford to pay an 
additional tax. Commenting on the 
status of the lumber business at 
the present he said “I’m not a 
salesman. I’m a man who solicits 
offers from some one who might 
possibly need a carload of lumber.” 

Other speakers continued over- 
loading would not be found to ap- 
ply to more than 2 to 5 per cent 
of the trucks operated, and the 
point was made that at the time

Mr. Bullard says that he exam- 
ined seven squares in his field and 
found weevils in four of them and 
he says he thinks the same condi- 
tion holds good throughout this 
section. He is of the opinion that 
the boll weevils are plentiful and 
so fully matured that even the 
earliest cotton will be badly dam- 
aged this year,

AUBURN, Ala.—A family that 
has a good garden to supply veg- 
etables, one or two good cows to 
supply milk and butter, and a flock 
of hens to produce eggs and meat 
for the table needs to spend very 
little for food, remarked Miss Hel- 
en Kennedy, extension nutritionist 
of the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, in reply to a request for a 
practical suggestion. 

Miss Kennedy added that a per- 
son must be well fed to be healthy 
and efficient and happy, and that 
supplying needed foods at home is 
much better than buying them. 

For a person to be well nourish- 
ed he or she should have daily a 
quart of milk for children or a pint 
for adults; 5 servings of vegetables 
and fruits including a leafy and 
a raw fruit or vegetable; one or 
more servings of whole grain cere-

Making up his concert programs 
Sousa did so without regard to the 
composer or the title of the selec- 
tion, but with great regard for its 
musical merit. At the same time 
he endeavored to present numbers 
in which the public was most in- 
terested. His musical library was 
one of the most complete in the 
world. 

Acceding to the wishes of his 
audiences, Sousa was one of the 
first famous bandmasters to intro- 
duce popular musie as encore num- 
bers at his concerts. He always 
believed that if a melody had mer- 


it it was worth dressing up suffi- 
ciently to be made part of a con- 
cert program and his exnerience 
was that the public responded 
warmly to his efforts along those 
lines. In recent years his programs 
included a fantasie of jazz, made 
up of half a dozen first-class jazz 
compositions. The, approval ex- 


pressed by the audiences, he said, | 


vindieated his judgment in doing 
that. 

Sousa’s musical worls include 
ten operas, many songs and suites, 
more than 100 marches and “Thy 
Last Crusade,’ perhaps his most 
pretentious work for orchestra, 
organ and choir, His manches, 
however, are the best known of 
his works. As far back as 
a foreign musical journal in an ar- 
ticle on martial music bestowed 
upon Sousa the title “March King” 
and it became known throughout 
the musical world as a synonym 
for his own name. 

The question “What do you con- 
sider your best composition?” was 
often put to Sousa. Invariably he 
yeplied: ‘In that respect I feel 
like the woman with several ba- 
bies; there is some good in all of 
them.’”’ And as frequently he ex- 
pressed his pride in his famous 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever,” 
which he believed to be his most 
popular march with the American 
people. 

Among others of Sousa’s march- 
es that were popular favorites 
were “The High School Cadet;” 
“Semper Fidelis;” “The Washing- 
ton Post;” “King Cotton;’ “El 
Capitan;” “Liberty Bell;” ‘Man- 
hattan Beach;” “The Thunderer.” 
In fact nearly every one of his 
marches were regarded as a favor— 
ite by a certoin following. His 
overas included: “The Smugglers;” 
“Queen of Hearts;” “El Capitan;” 
“Bride Elect; “The Charlatan” 
and “Chris and the Wonderful 
Lamp.”

How much sugar does your sys- 
tem consume each year? Did you 
ever stop to think of the candy, 
sugar, syrup and other sweet 
things you consume each year of 
your life? You will find that you 
consume many more pounds than 
you would guess if you did not 
figure the matter up. Your sys- 
tem demands a certain amount of 
sweets and you are going to have 
your share if it is to be had, Your 
mules, cows and hogs enjoy sweets 
just as you do and their systems 
also demand a certain amount of 
sweets. The poor old mule or cow 
cannot get their sweets unless we 
give it to them, and most of us 
allow our livestock to do without 
instead of supplying same. That 
old milk cow that has been feed- 
ing you and your babies for years 
is probably craving something 
sweet this very minute, She has 
surrendered all the sugar in her 
blood trying to give you a nice 
glass of sweet milk, yet you will 
not make the first effort to give 
her the necessary sweets for her 
upkeep. Sugar is a very necessary 
food for our mules and cows and 
we should see to it that they get 
their share. They do not need a 
large quantity, but they need some 
all along. Make it-a point to sup- 
ply the animals with sugar in or- 
der that they may work for you 
and may feed your family. 

ARK KA 

Right now is the time to plan 
a nice large patch of sorghum for 
your farm needs, You may not 
like sorghum syrup, and I do not 
blame you if you don’t—I cannot 
use much of it myself—but your 
cows, mules and hog's need all you 
ean grow. A two-horse farmer 
should have two barrels of sor- 
ghum syrup for his livestock. It 
will make your mules healthy and 
slick, it will make your hogs shed 
off and will make your milk cow 
give a lot more milk. One acre 
in sorghum is about the correct 
amount for a two-horse farm. Of 
course, you need your sugar cane 
just as you would if you did not 
plant the sorghum, ~ 

RERRERSE 

T would not advise you to plant 
!the small amber sorghum for syr- 
up-making. You can get the reg- 
ular cane from a good dealer and 
it will pay you to get the best. 
The Texas seeded cane is pretty 
good and will make a lot of syr- 
up, but T advise you to order the 
regular syrup sorghum. If you

The people of Washington vil- 
lage in Durham County, England, 
are so proud of their connection 
with the Washington family that 
they are enthusiastically complet- 
ing their plans to celebrate the 
Two Hundredth Anniversary of 
George Washington’s Birth despite 
the present financial depression in 
Great Britain. 

That is the information just re- 
ceived by the United States George 
Washington Bicentennial Commis- 
sion in a letter from Fred N. Hill, 
headmaster of Biddick School in 
chis little town which was the orig- 
inal home of the Washington fam- 
ily. Mr. Hill writes in part: 

“Next year is the bicentenary 
of the birth of George Washington. 
Unfortunately, owing to the great 
depression in trade, especially in 
coal mining, the main industry in 
this district, the funds at our dis- 
posal will be very small and con- 
sequently our pageant will be on 
a correspondingly small scale. 

“However, local interest is keen, 
and I am sure efforts will not be 
spared to make the celebration 
worth while locally. There is also 
considerable civic pride amongst 
us in the fact that we have a di- 
rect connection with the great pa- 
triot to be so appropriately honor- 
ed by his countrymen next year 
in U. S, A.” 

Mr. Hill, who has studied at first 
hand the genealogy of the Wash- 
ington family, has prepared a-se- 
ries of lectures on the subject 
which he is considering bringing to 
the United States during 1932.
